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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have argued that Example 1 of the 
specification provides support for the amendments to the claims which have been rejected as containing new matter, in the Office action 
dated 7/27/04, in the Advisory action mailed 11/1/04, and in the Office action mailed 4/26/05. However, it is maintained that Example 1 
does not provide such support. Example 1 discloses that "a promoter sequence.. .was designed with around 80% homology to the 
CaMV 35S promoter... Three hundred fifty one bases of the CaMV 35S promoter were compared to plant DNA sequence, which included 
sequences from yeast, in the database GenBank using the FASTA program. Regions of homologies were then manually aligned using 
the CaMV35S promoter as the template. A few bases within segments and in regions linking segments were changed to match the 
CaMV 35S sequence so that the homology would remain around 80%" . Claim 43 currently recites the steps of "a) comparing the 
sequence of a template promoter with known nucleic aicd sequences; b) selecting segments of said known nucleic sequences similar to 
segments of the template promoter sequence; c) aligning the selected segments based on homologoy with the template promoter to 
derive a first synthetic promoter having between about 60% to about 90% homology with the template promoter...". Therefore, there was 
no disclosure in the specification or claims as originally filed limiting the promoter of step c) in claim 43, to a sequence having 60-90 % 
homology with the template promoter. The declaration submitted 6/24/05 of Dr. Wilson does not provide evidence regarding the issue of 
whether the specification as originally filed provides support for the current claims. The declaration discloses two examples of synthetic 
promoters with particular degrees of homology to a "template", which are within the range of 60 - 90% homology. However, it is 
maintained that this range limitation was not originally in the specification or claims, and therefore, constitutes new matter. 
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
